REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of the combination of the 
second substrate sealed within the cavity of the first substrate, wherein the electrical 
connections are on such a second substrate, and the electronics within the cavity 
comprising an integrated circuit die, in combination with all of the other limitations of the 
claims, which is not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art of record. US 7147604 to 
Allen teaches a miniature self contained sensor module largely as claimed except that 
there is no second substrate sealed within the cavity of the first substrate, wherein the 
electrical connections are on such a second substrate and the electronics lacks an 
integrated circuit die (see entire document, especially figs. 10 and 1 1 of Allen).
